QUEBEC  FROM  LEVIS. 


Welcome  to  Our  Royal  Visitors. 


O  THEIR  ROYAL  HIGHNESSES  the  Duke 
and  Duchess  of  Cornwall  and  York,  the 
ancient  city  of  Quebec  bids  a  most  cordial, 
loyal  and  loving  welcome.  It  is  legitimately 
proud  that  it  is  again  privileged  to  be  the  first 
community  on  Canadian  soil  to  greet  the  heir-apparent  to  the 
Throne.  This  is  unquestionably  a  great  honor,  which  it  duly 
appreciates  as  it  appreciated  it  when  first  conferred  upon  it 
forty-one  years  ago.  Indeed,  there  is  no  incident  in  its  event- 
ful history  which  has  left  more  pleasing  and  abiding  memories 
than  the  enthusiastic  reception  extended  to  our  present 
Gracious  Sovereign,  when  he  visited  us  as  Prince  of  Wales, 


in  i860,  and  in  no  other  centre  was  that  reception  fittingly, 
more  hearty  or  more  loyal  than  it  was  in  old  Quebec  on  the 
threshold  of  that  Canada,  which  has  since  blossomed  into 
the  great  and  flourishing  Dominion  of  the  present  day. 
Most  of  the  prominent  actors,  who  figured  on  the  scene  at 
that  day,  have  passed  to  the  bourn  whence  no  traveller 
returns.  Another  generation  has  taken  their  place  and  it 
devolves  upon  them  to  perpetuate  the  traditions  of  loyalty 
to  the  British  crown  and  affection  to  the  mother  land, 
which  were  the  pride  of  their  forefathers.  This  is  all  the 
more  easy  that  the  ties  which  bind  us  to  that  mother  land 
have  been  greatly  strengthened  since  i860.    Since  then, 
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thanks  to  the  fostering  care"  of  Great  Britain  and  the  bene- 
ficent rule  of  our  late  illustrious  and  beloved  Queen,  the 
vast  Dominion,  which  our  royal  and  welcome  visitors  are 
now  about  to  see  for  the  first  time,  has  sprung  into  exist- 
ence, assumed  a  development,  and  attained  a  prosperity 
which  assures  the  happiness  and  contentment  of  its  people, 
besides  laying  broader  and  deeper  the  foundations  of  their 
loyalty  and  their  attachment  to  those  self-governing  institu- 
tions, which  are  the  guarantee  of  their  liberties  and  the 
secret  of  their  well-being  and  devotion  to  British  connec- 
tion.   It  is  therefore  eminentlv  fitting  that  the  historic  citv

of  Quebec,  the  birth-place  and  cradle  of  the  Canadian  Con- 
federation, should  be  the  first  to  respectfully  extend  the 
hand  of  welcome  not  only  in  its  behalf,  but  on  behalf  of  all 
Canada,  to  the  illustrious  guests  who  are  about  to  honor 
it  with  their  gracious  presence.  It  flings  its  hoary  gates 
wide  open  to  receive  them,  and  we  do  not  exaggerate  when 
we  say  that  in  no  other  community  will  that  reception  be 
more  enthusiastic  or  more  sincere.  Here  mingle  together 
the  descendants  of  the  two  great  races,  whose  long 
struggle  for  supremacy  in  this  new  world  was  fought  to  a 
finish  within  the  shadow  of  the  embattled  cliff  which  looks

Among  such  a 
population,  the  Heir  Apparent  to  the  British  crown,  and 
his  fair  consort,  are  sure  of  a  right  loyal  and  royal 
welcojne,  and  their  coming  amongst  us  will  be 
unquestionably  the  signal  for  such  an  outburst 
of  loyal  enthusiasm  as  will  render  their  visit  to 
old  Quebec  one  of  the  most  memorable  and  pleasing 
in  their  entire  tour  of  the  "  British  possessions 
beyond  the  seas."  That  it  may  prove  as  agreeable 
to  them  as  it  is  eagerly  looked  forward  to  by  Can- 
adians in  general  and  Quebecers  in  particular,  is 
our  earnest  hope.  In  this  spirit,  we  bid  Their 
Royal  Highnesses  a  most  respectful  and  cordial 
welcome  to  the  ancient  capital  of  Canada  and 
the  present  capital  of  the  important  province  of 
Quebec.

In  the  Days  of  Their  Youth — When  They  were  Married — Their  Life  at  Home  and  Abroad 
Their  Specially  Interesting  Family — Their  Tastes  in  Common. 


EW  royal  personages  are  compelled  by  the 
exigencies  of  their  position  to  live  more  in  the 
public  eye  than  are  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of 
Cornwall  and  York.  Even  the  parting  which 
took  place  between  King  Edward  and  his  only 
son  was  watched  by  thousands  of  sympathetic  eyes  ; 
■and  the  duchess'  unaffected  grief  at  leaving  for  so 
long  a  time  all  those  dear  to  her,  especially  her 
four  little  children,  supplied  the  touch  of  nature 
that  makes  the  whole  world  kin,  to  Her  Royal 
Highness  was  doubtless  to  some  extent  consoled  by 
the  consciousness  of  a  truly  universal  sympathy. 

In  the  greater  Continental  kingdoms  the  people 
know  very  little  of  the  more  human  side  of  their 
rulers'  lives.  In  England,  thanks  to  the  far-seeing 
wisdom  of  the  late  sovereign,  the  British  public  has 
always  been  taken,  as  far  as  was  seemly  or  desir- 
able, into  the  royal  confidence,  and  as  a  result  it 
is  not  too  much  to  say  that  a  feeling  of  affection 
and  respect  has  been  engendered  which  affords  a 
startling  contrast  with  the  relations  existing  be- 
tween most  continental  rulers  and  their  peoples. 

Nowadays,  when  the  question  of  education 
looms  so  large  in  the  public  eye,  it  is  curious  to 
consider  how  very  differently  the  then  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Wales  chose  to  educate  their  two  sons 
from  the  way  in  which  King  Edward  VII,  had 
himself  been  trained  for  his  future  position.  Queen 
Victoria  and  Prince  Albert  apparently  thought  that 
the  actual  acquirement  of  knowledge  in  the  concrete 
form  was  all-important  ;  and  in  those  far-off  days 
wonderful  stories  of  the  precocity  of  both  the  Prin- 
cess Royal  and  the  Prince  of  Wales  were  current  ; 
indeed,  there  apparently  came  a  moment  when  the 
British  public  feared  that  the  sovereign's  eldest 
son  was  being  over-educated.  At  the  time  Punch 
summed  up  this  feeling  in  some  amusing  lines, 
' '  A  Prince  at  High  Pressure  ' '  : 

To  the  south  from  the  north,  from  the  shores  of  the  Forth, 
Where  at  hands  Presbyterian  pure  science  is  qualified, 

The  prince,  in  a  trice,  is  whipped  off  to  the  Isis, 

Where  Oxford  keeps  spring  mediaeval  on  draught. 

Dipped  in  grey  Oxford  mixture  (lest  that  prove  a  fixture), 
The  poor  lad's  to  be  plunged  in  less  orthodox  Cam., 

Where  dynamics  and  statics,  and  pure  mathematics, 
Will  be  piled  on  his  brain's  awful  cargo  of  cram. 

It  is  significant  that  the  only  one  of  Queen  Victoria's 
descendants  to  be  educated  in  the  same  way  as  was  her 
eldest  son  is  the  present  German  Crown  Prince.  The  Prince 
and  Princess  of  Wales,  who  themselves  planned  their  sons' 
education,  seem  to  have  early  determined  that  the  greatest 
attention  should  be  paid  to  the  two  princes'  open-air  life  ; 
further,  that  they  should  have  a  chance  of  acquiring,  while 
still  lads  in  their  teens,  that  knowledge  of  men  and  affairs 


which  is  almost  unconsciously  gained  by  travel.  This  is 
why  the  Duke  of  Cornwall  and  York  has  had  a  much  more 
interesting,  as  well  as  a  much  more  adventurous  life,  than 
that  which  has  fallen  to  the  lot  of  any  other  European  heir- 
apparent  of  modern  days.

Those  who  are  brought  much  in  contact  with  royal 
personages,  tho  it  rarely  happens  that  they  fail  to  succumb 
to  what  may  be  called  the  royal  fascination,  are  sometimes 
heard  to  whisper  that  an  atmosphere  of  unreality  surrounds 
such  as  are  born  in  the  purple,  however  keen  may  be  their 
natural  human  interests  and  sympathies.  This  criticism  has 
never  been  applied  to  our  future  King.  From  the  date 
when  Prince  George  of  Wales  joined  the  Britannia,  two 
days  before  his  12th  birthday,  to  the  termination  of  his 
naval  career,  no  distinction  was  made  between  His  Royal 
Highness  and  his  comrades.  And  even  if  this  excellent 
rule  was  practically  very  difficult  to  carry  out  on  the 
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Britannia,  it  became  a  fact  when  Prince  George,  in  the 
August  of  1879  —  that  is,  at  the  age  of  14  —  joined  the 
Bacchante  as  a  middy.  There  are  many  stories  of  the  years 
that  followed,  one  of  which  at  least  has  the  merit  of  being 
absolutely  true,  for  it  was  told  at  a  public  dinner  by 
Admiral  Sir  Frederick  Bedford,  who  took  an  actual  part 
in  the  incident. 

Sir  Frederick  was,  at  the  time,  in  command  of  the  ship 
in  which  the  Duke  was  serving  as  lieutenant,  and  as  the 
vessel  was  coaling  in  Turkish  waters  the  Sultan  sent  a 
representative  to  greet  the  grandson  of  the  British  sovereign. 
The  pasha  was  naturally  received  by  the  admiral,  then 
captain,  to  whom,  however,  he  showed  but  scant  courtesy. 
"  I  am  come  to  greet  the  prince  who  is  in  command,"

,  he  observed.  "  I  am  in  command,"  replied  Captain  Bedford; 
' '  the  prince  is  one  of  my  lieutenants,  but  if  you  will  wait  a 
moment  you  will  see  him."  And  just  then  Prince  George, 
who  had  been  in  charge  of  the  coaling  party,  and  who  had 
in  the  exercise  of  his  duties  become  smothered  in  coal  dust, 
appeared  ;  the  spectacle  of  Queen  Victoria's  grandson  so 
engaged  apparently  inspired  the  Turkish  official  with 
mingled  surprise  and  horror. 

The  sons  of  the  then  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  were, 
when  at  home,  far  more  in  their  parents'  company  than  had 
been  possible  in  the  case  of  Queen  Victoria's  and  Prince 
Albert's  elder  sons  and  daughters.  Accordingly,  as  a 
youth,  Prince  George  was  brought  in  contact  with  many 
notable  peoples,  two  men  who  undoubtedly  exercised  a 
certain  influence  on  him  being  the  late  Charles  Kingsley 
and  the  clever,  genial  London  clergyman  so  long  known 
to  his  friends  as  "Hang  Theology  Rogers."    Mr.  Rogers 


and  Mr.  Kingsley  were  both  frequent  visitors  at  Sandring- 
ham,  and  we  are  told  that  when  the  prince  and  princess 
were  entertaining  any  very  distinguished  guests  their  sons 
were  allowed  to  stay  up  an  hour  later  than  their  bed-time, 
in  order  that  they  might  enjoy  the  opportunity  of  amuse- 
ment and  instructions  thus  provided. 

It  should  be  added  that  Prince  George's  general  educa- 
tion was  not  neglected.  Particular  attention  was  paid  to 
his  acquirement  of  foreign  languages,  and  both  on  the 
Britannia  and  later  he  was  provided  with  means  of  obtaining 
a  thoroughly  sound  modern  education  ;  the  many  subjects, 
which  had  been  taken  up  by  his  father  at  the  same  age,  of 
necessity  formed  no  part  in  the  curriculum  drawn  up  for  a 
sailor  prince.     The  exigencies  of  Prince  George's  naval 
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career  also  made  it  practically  impossible  for  him  to  spend 
much  time  on  the  Continent.  He  was,  however,  frequently 
in  Denmark,  where  he  became  intimately  acquainted  with 
his  Russian,  Greek  and  German  cousins  ;  and  for  a  while 
— that  is,  during  the  six  months  which  elapsed  after  the 
termination  of  his  service  in  the  Bacchante  —  he  visited 
Switzerland,  making  a  thorough  study  of  French  with  his 
tutor,  M.  Hua.  This  gentleman,  it  may  be  mentioned,  is 
now  the  senior  French  master  at  Eton,  and  was  recently 
decorated  by  the  King  with  the  Royal  Victoria  Order. 

¥ 

Just  21  years  have  elapsed  since  the  Duke  of  Cornwall 
and  York  made  his  tour  round  the  world,  then  visiting 
main-  places  included  in  the  present  itinerary.  Three  years 
later,  when  serving  in  the  Canada  on  the  North  American 
station,  he  spent  his  leave  of  absence  in  visiting  the  interior 
of  the  Dominion.  But  in  those  years  Prince  George  of 
Wales  naturally  occupied,  not  only  in  the  public  eye, 
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but  in  the  royal  circle,  much  the  same  position  as  had  been 
held  by  Prince  Alfred,  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  during  the 
youth  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  ;  and,  tho  greeted  in  every 
portion  of  the  British  Empire  visited  by  him  with  the 
respect  and  liking  due  to  one  of  his  illustrious  lineage, 
some  of  the  visits  to  places  where  he  and  his  consort  will 
now  be  received  with  all  possible  pomp  and  ceremony  took 
place  in  strict  incognito,  in  some  cases  even  the  officials 
concerned  not  knowing  that  they  were  entertaining  a  prince. 

In  those  years  it  was  evidently  Prince  George's  ambition 
to  become  in  due  course  one  of  the  practical  heads  of  the 
British  navy,  and  he  exemplified  the  truth  of  William  the 
Fourth's  remark:  "There  is  no  place  in  the  world  for 
making  an  English  gentleman  like  the  quarter-deck  of  an 
English  man-of-war."     With  what  desperate  seriousness 


almost  immediately  after  his  elder  brother's  "death,  when, 
with  a  cheerful  good  humor  above  all  praise,  he  schooled 
himself  to  take  up  an  entirely  new  life  and  set  of  duties, 
many  of  them  of  a  nature  which  must  have  proved  very 
irksome  to  a  prince  vised  to  the  freedom  and  varied  interests 
which  are  among  the  jealously-guarded  prerogatives  of 
the  British  naval  officer. 

Fortunately  for  the  Duke  of  York,  as  he  then  became  — 
for  not  till  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Clarence  and  Avondale 
was  Prince  George  elevated  to  the  peerage — he  found  in  his 
wife  a  princess  who  not  only  realized  the  greatness  of 
the  task  to  which  they  were  both  called,  but  also  one 
who  was  British  by  birth  and  by  association,  and  whose 
personality  was  already  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  the 
British  people.

the  royal  sailor  took  his  profession  was  shown  on  many 
occasions.  When  Prince  George  was  entrusted  with  his 
first  command,  that  of  torpedo  boat  79,  the  admiral  in 
command  of  the  Channel  Squadron  received  a  message 
from  the  Princess  of  Wales  that  she  would  be  much  obliged 
if  her  son  could  be  given  a  short  leave  in  order  to  accompany 
her  to  Goodwood.  The  admiral,  sending  for  the  prince, 
gave  him  Her  Royal  Highness'  message,  and  informed  him 
that  he  was  free  to  go.  "  But  what  will  become  of  my 
torpedo  boat  while  I  am  away  ? ' '  asked  the  royal  lieutenant 
with  some  heat  ;  and  on  being  answered  that  a  substitute 
would  be  duly  found,  he  hesitated,  and  then  said  decidedly, 
' '  I  had  much  rather  not  go  to  Goodwood  ;  I  will  make  it 
all  right  with  my  mother,  sir.  You  know  my  orders  are 
to  take  my  torpedo  boat  on  to  Spithead,  and  go  I  must  !  " 

Only  those  who  knew  Prince  George  during  his  naval 
career,  and  were  thus  able  to  realize  all  that  his  profession 
meant  to  him,  understood  the  great  sacrifice  made  by  him 


York  Cottage,  where  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Corn- 
wall and  York  spent  their  honey-moon,  and  where  their 
three  younger  children  were  born,  is  a  charming,  many- 
gabled  house,  standing  just  above  the  lake  at  Sandringham, 
and  within  a  short  walk  of  the  King  and  Queen's  Norfolk 
home.  Although  many  additions  have  been  made  to  York 
Cottage  since  the  days  when  it  was  simply  treated  as 
an  adjunct  to  the  larger  establishment,  the  country  home  of 
the  future  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  still  remains 
of  quite  modest  size,  being  actually  smaller  than  the  dower 
house  of  many  a  country  mansion.  Thus,  to  give  an 
example,  there  are  no  private  sitting-rooms,  and  when 
at  Sandringham  the  duchess  shares  her  drawing-room  with 
her  lady-in-waiting.  At  Sandringham,  the  story  is  told 
how  Her  Royal  Highness,  when  taking  a  friend  over  the 
cottage,  observed  after  having  led  her  through  the  reception 
rooms,  "  Now,  I  am  going  to  show  you  the  only  really  nice 
rooms  in  the  house,"    and  with  that  the  royal  mother 
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proudly  led  her  to  the  nurseries,  which  are  among  the 
later  additions  made  to  the  cottage,  and  which  are  delight- 
fully bright  and  cheerful,  the  walls  being  covered  with 
pictures  of  every  kind  likely  to  attract  and  amuse  little 
folks. 


When  at  Sandringham,  the  life  led  by  the  duke  and 
duchess  is  in  striking  contrast  with  the  fatiguing  existence 
led  by  them  in  London.  Shortly  after  his  marriage,  the 
duke  took  over  some  land  belonging  to  the  Sandringham 


priately  named  "  The  White  Rose  "  (of  York  understood). 
She  was  most  skillfully  sailed  by  His  Royal  Highness' 
equerry,  Mr.  Derek  Keppel,  and  afforded  her  owner  some 
capital  sport. 

Altogether,  the  Duke  of  Cornwall  and  York  has  all 
the  love  of  sport  which  distinguishes  English  country  gen- 
tlemen. He  is  fond  of  shooting,  but  unquestionably  his 
favorite  sport  is  fishing,  especially  salmon  fishing,  in  which 
he  is  an  expert.  The  late  Queen  Victoria  always  liked 
to  have  him  at  Balmoral,  from  which  he  could  fish  over 
some  of  the  best  waters  in  the  kingdom. 
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estate,  and  he  has  since  gradually  stocked  it.  He  has 
joined  the  ranks  of  royal  exhibitors,  and  it  would  seem  that 
in  this  His  Royal  Highness,  as  in  so  many  other  matters,  is 
following  the  really  admirable  example  set  him  by  his 
father  ;  his  favorite  animal,  from  the  farming  point  of 
view,  is,  it  is  said,  the  pig  ! 

The  duke's  devotion  to  the  sea  service  is  so  great  that  it 
seems  natural  to  find  him  interested  in  yachting,  notably  in 
small  yacht  racing  on  the  Solent,  in  which,  according 
to  good  judges,  better  sport  is  to  be  had  than  with  boats  of 
bigger  class.  Thus  in  1895  the  duke  had  a  one-rater 
built  at  Sibbick's  in  less  than  a  week,  which  was  appro- 


The  duchess  has  never  cared  for  cycling,  and  this  is  one 
of  the  duke's  few  tastes  not  shared  by  his  wife.  She 
is,  however,  very  fond  of  walking,  and  was  before  her 
marriage  an  accomplished  and  graceful  horsewoman  ;  she  is 
also  a  first-rate  whip.  Of  the  younger  princesses  she  pro- 
bably takes  the  most  genuine  interest  in  gardening,  having 
inherited  her  horticultural  tastes  from  the  late  Duke  of 
Teck,  who  devoted  much  of  his  thought  and  time  to  beauti- 
fying  the  grounds  of  White  Lodge.  Her  Royal  Highness' 
favorite  blossom  is  the  lily  of  the  valley,  which,  curiously 
enough,  signifies  in  the  language  of  flowers  "the  return 
of  happiness." 
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Although  it  has  been  announced  that  on  their  return 
home,  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cornwall  and  York  will  take 
up  their  residence  at  Marlborough  House,  no  account  of 
them,  however  slight,  would  be  complete  without  some 
reference  to  York  House,  St.  James",  where  the}-  spent 
the  first  few  years  of  their  married  life.  This  quaint 
portion  of  St.  James'  Palace  is  really  formed  of  a  number  of 
suites  of  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  members  of  the  Stuart 
Kings'  households.  About  a  century  ago,  they  were 
arranged  for  royal  occupation,  and  passed  successively  into 
the  possession  of  the  then  Duke  of  Cumberland  and  of 
the  late  Duke  and   Duchess  of  Cambridge.    Thus  the 


books,  novels,  travels  and  biographies  which  she  was  read- 
ing, and  which  she  criticized  with  a  good  deal  of  shrewd 
insight.  Both  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Cornwall  and 
York  are  very  fond  of  travel  books,  and  from  early  girl- 
hood the  duchess  has  been  accustomed  to  keep  herself 
acquainted  with  current  literature  dealing  with  the  various 
problems  of  modern  life  and  labor,  many  standard  works 
on  such  subjects  presenting  to  their  royal  owner  an  added 
interest,  owing  to  their  having  been  presentation  copies 
from  their  authors.  Many  of  the  volumes  which  have  now 
found  a  place  in  the  duchess'  boudoir  she  took  with  her  as 
a  bride  from  White  Lodge,  notably  a  charming  edition  of 
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Duchess  of  York,  as  Princess  May,  was  quite  familiar 
with  the  house  which  was  afterwards  to  become  her  own, 
as  she  often  spent  very  happy  days  there  with  her  maternal 
grandmother,  to  whom  she  was  much  devoted. 

The  two  most  prominent  pieces  of  furniture  in  the 
duchess'  boudoir  at  York  House  are  interesting  as  an 
index  to  her  character  and  usual  occupations.  The  one, 
which  takes  up  almost  the  whole  side  of  the  room,  is  a 
large  Chippendale  bookcase  ;  the  other  is  the  writing  table 
at  which  Her  Royal  Highness  has  spent  so  many  hours 
during  the  last  few  years,  for  nowadays  the  pen  and  the 
blotting-pad  have  displaced  in  royal  boudoirs  the  distaff 
and  the  tapestry  needle. 

In  literature  our  future  Queen  has  a  wide  and  catholic 
taste,  therein  resembling  her  mother,  the  late  Duchess  of 
Teck,  in  whose  diaries  are  constant  references  to  the  various 


George  Elliot's  novels,  and  a  set  of  the  best  British  poets, 
including  singers  so  different  as  Byron  and  Herbert.  Not 
only  in  the  boudoir,  but  in  all  the  sitting  rooms  at  York 
House,  are  many  touching  proofs  of  the  deep  affection 
which  binds  the  young  duchess  to  her  "own  people." 
Thus,  one  of  the  most  valued  of  her  wedding  presents — 
the  gift  of  the  Rothschild  family  —  is  a  fine  portrait  by 
Landseer  of  Princess  Mary  of  Cambridge  and  her  favorite 
St.  Bernard  dog,  "Nelson."  Even  in  this  early  portrait 
can  be  traced  a  strong  resemblance  to  innumerable  pictures 
of  the  late  Duchess  of  Teck  as  she  was  during  the  later 
years  of  her  happy  and  well-filled  life. 


Those  rooms,  which  belong  more  especially  to  the  mas- 
ter of  York  House,  also  indicate,  though,  perhaps  in  a  less 
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measure  than  those  of  the  duchess,  the  Duke  of  Cornwall 
and  York' s  interests  and  multiple  occupations.  Fortunately 
for  the  world  at  large,  royal  personages  have  always  been 
given  to  the  making  of  collections,  and  the  heir-apparent 
is  no  exception  to  the  rule.  As  a  boy  he  was  the  most 
enthusiastic  of  stamp  collectors,  and  during  his  many 
voyages  he  became  possessed  of  many  extremely  curious 
as  well  as  intrinsically  valuable  specimens.  Round  the 
library  of  York  House  is  hung  a  remarkable  and  historically 
most  interesting  collection  of  prints,  bearing  on  all  the 
public  and  private  events  of  the  Victoria  era.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  some  day  the  duke  will  allow  these  engravings 
to  be  exhibited,  for,  in  addition  to  forming  a  pictorial 


hearted  and  accomplished  Mdlle.  Bricka,  who  was  for 
many  years  the  close  friend  and  companion  of  the  late 
Duchess  of  Teck. 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  future  years  the  sovereign's 
eldest  grandson  will  remember  at  least  something  of  the 
many  happy  hours  he  spent  as  a  little  boy  with  Queen 
Victoria,  for,  notwithstanding  his  tender  years,  he  seems  to 
have  been  far  more  often  the  chosen  companion  of  the  late 
Queen  than  were  at  the  same  age  any  other  of  her  grand- 
children and  great-grandchildren.  It  does  not  require  much 
imagination  to  conjure  up  some  of  the  thoughts,  hopes  and 
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history  of  the  late  reign,  they  also  given  a  pleasant  side- 
glimpse  of  his  own  character. 

With  their  early  married  life  at  York  House,  Lady  Eva 
Dugdale,  Her  Royal  Highness'  first  lady-in-waiting  and 
early  friend,  will  always  be  associated.  Nee  Lady  Eva 
Greville,  she  is  the  only  sister  of  Lord  Warwick,  and  even 
after  her  marriage,  which  occured  in  1895,  she  was  con- 
stantly in  attendance  on  her  royal  mistress. 

Prince  Edward  of  York  attained  the  old  canonical  age 
of  reason  this  June  for  on  the  23rd  of  the  month  he  was 
7  years  old.  His  parents  appear  to  be  pursuing  in  his 
case  much  the  same  plan  which  was  adopted  by  King 
Edward  and  Queen  Alexandra  with  their  children  ;  Prince 
Edward  is  not  being  over-burdened  with  knowledge ; 
so  far,  his  only  teacher  appears  to  have  been  the  kind- 


prayers  with  which  the  aged  sovereign  must  have  watched 
the  early  footsteps  of  this  king  to  be.  Although  it  has  natur- 
ally been  impossible  to  prevent  Prince  Edward  from  knowing 
that  he  is  in  some  ways  more  important  than  his  brothers 
and  sisters,  hitherto  his  seniority  has  been  rather  made  a 
reason  that  he  should  give  away  to  those  younger  than 
himself ;  and  we  may  be  quite  sure  that,  whatever  may 
have  been  the  case  with  the  Princess  Victoria  of  Kent,  no 
one  is  allowed  to  whisper  to  Prince  Edward,  "Some  day 
you  will  be  king." 

According  to  current  gossip,  Princess  Victoria  is  the 
ruler  of  the  royal  nursery  ;  and  it  is  told  of  the  baby  princess 
that,  on  becoming  aware  of  her  mother's  grief  at  the  long 
parting  in  store,  she  gravely  informed  the  duchess,  "  I  will 
take  care  of  us ! ' '

carefully  considered  appointments  were  those  appertaining 
to  the  personal  comfort  and  companionship  of  the  Duchess 
of  York,  who  is  the  worst  sailor  in  the  world,  and  whose 
dread  of  the  voyage  has  been  the  most  serious  obstacle  in 
the  way  of  its  being  undertaken  at  all. 


Indispensable  under  these  conditions  was  Lady  Mary 
Lygon  (pronounced  Liggon),  one  of  her  oldest  friends,  and 
in  "service"  with  her  as  lady-in-waiting  from  the  earliest 
days  of  her  having  a  "  household  "  at  all.  Lady  Mary,  as 
everybody  knows,  is  a  sister  of  Earl  Beauchamp,  and  not 
long  ago  did  the  honours  of  Government  House  in  Sydney, 
getting  from  the  Duchess  a  reluctant  ' '  leave  of  absence  ' ' 


as  the  best  dancer.  She  has,  besides,  a  marvellous  power 
of  saying  "No."  Hence,  it  is  that  she  has  reached  the 
age  of  thirty-two  and  managed  to  remain  single.  Her  two 
younger  sisters  have  both  "settled"  in  life — one  as  the 
wife  of  Lord  Ampthill,  a  private  secretary  of  Mr.  Cham- 
berlain ;  and  the  other  as  Lady  Susan  Gordon-Gilmour — 
her  husband,  a  Captain  of  Grenadier  Guards.  Lady  Mary 
has  always  declared  that  she  wants  to  "see  more  of  the 
world"  before  settling  down  for  better  or  for  worse.  She 
has  now  her  wish  literally  fulfilled. 


Lady  Katherine  Grey  Coke  is  the  elderly  member  of  the 
party.    She  is  the  chaperon  of  Lady  Mary  Lygon,  its  1111- 
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married  lady — so  far  as  a  chaperon  is  needed.  A  daughter 
of  the  second  Earl  of  Wilton,  Lady  Katherine  Grey 
Egerton  was  very  young  when  she  married,  in  1861,  the 
Hon.  Henry  John  Coke,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Leicester.  Her 
father  bore  the  name  of  Grosvenor  before  he  assumed  that 
of  Egerton,  and  her  mother  was  a  Stanley,  a  daughter  of  the 
twelfth  Earl  of  Derby.  Lady  Katherine  was  lady-in-waiting 
to  the  Duchess  of  Teck,  and  has  seen  as  much  of  "  Princess 
May,"  almost  from  the  time  of  her  birth,  as  if  she  had  been 
her  own  daughter.  Lady  Katherine  has  two  good-looking 
sons,  who  both  served  in  the  Scots  Guards,  and  one  daughter, 
Sybil  Mary,  married,  in 
1887,  to  Lieut. -Colonel 
Charles  Crutchley,  also  of 
the  Scots  Guards,  who  lives 
up  to  his  name  rather  disas- 
trously by  being  too  lame 
to  walk  without  supports. 
Mrs.  Crutchley  is  a  very 
well  known  woman  in  so- 
ciety, having  the  reputation 
of  being  the  best  amateur 
actress  alive,  barring,  per- 
haps, Miss  Muriel  Wilson. 
The  talent  is  hereditary, 
for  Lady  Katherine  Coke 
(pronounced  Cook,  by  the 
way),  was  herself  distin- 
guished on  the  plrivate 
boards.  She  has  always 
been  devoted  to  music, 
punctual  at  concerts,  un- 
failing, too,  at  picture 
' '  private  views. ' '  She  was 
one  of  the  earliest  friends 
of  Sir  Arthur  Sullivan,  and 
perhaps  the  sincerest 
mourner  at  his  funeral. 


The  Hon.  Mrs.  Derek 
Keppel  is  a  supernumerary 
of  the  Royal  party,  albeit  a 
particularly  welcome  one. 
The  indispensable  Major, 
the  Hon.  Derek  Keppel, 
did  not  care  to  go  away 
for  seven  and-a-half  months  without  his  wife  ;  and  with 
so  excellent  an  excuse  for  adding  her  to  the  party,  the 
addition  was  made.  Mrs.  Keppel  had  to  undergo  one 
parting  in  any  case  :  she  said  good-bye  to  a  very  young 
baby.  That  is  a  point  on  which  she  had  unbounded  sym- 
pathy from  the  Duchess  of  Cornwall.  "Are  you  taking 
baby  ?  ' '  had  been  the  frequent  question  put  to  Mrs.  Keppel 
by  the  casual  friend  who  makes  unintentionally  cruel  in- 
quisition. The  quavering  but  conclusive  answer  was  always 
the  same:  "The  Cornwalls  aren't  taking  their  own." 
Mrs.  Derek  Keppel,  as  an  attendant  on  Royalty,  is  to  the 
manner  born.  The  Hon.  Bridget  Harbord,  before  her 
marriage,  she  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  Lord  Suffield,

Lord  of  the  Bedchamber  to  the  King,  and  formerly  Lord-in- 
waiting  to  Queen  Victoria  and  one  of  her  militia  aides-de- 
camp. He  was  the  chief  of  the  staff  on  the  Prince  of 
Wales's  famous  visit  to  India.  Mrs.  Derek  Keppel's  sister, 
the  Hon.  Judith  Harbord,  was  the  favourite  Maid-of- 
Honour-in-Ordinary  to  Queen  A'ictoria.  Their  brother,  the 
Hon.  Charles  Arbord,  was  Groom-in- Waiting-in-Ordinary 
to  Her  late  Majesty.  Mrs.  Derek  Keppel  has  a  little 
nephew,  too,  named  Victor,  to  whom  Victoria  stood  sponsor. 
Lady  Hastings,  Lady  Carrington  and  Lad}-  Musgrave  are 
Mrs.  Derek  Keppel's  sisters. 


The  Hon.  Derek  Keppel, 
the  Duke  of  Cornwall's 
Equerry,  has  the  good  for- 
tune to  be  at  once  useful 
and  ornamental.  White's 
Club  with  its  famous  bow 
(and  beau)  window  in  St. 
James's  Street,  loses  during 
the  absence  of  the  '  'Ophir, 
one  of  its  most  attractive  as 
well  as  one  of  its  most  fami- 
liar figures.  He  has  a 
strong  resemblance  to  his 
elder  brother,  the  Earl  of 
Albemarle,  both  of  them 
being  types  of  the  best  sort 
of  a  sporting  Englishman. 
Like  yet  another  brother, 
the  Hon.  George  Keppel 
— who  is  at  present  in  the 
United  States,  where  his 
wife  ( the  greatest  intimate 
at  Marlborough  House ) , 
will  join  him  in  the  autumn 
— the  departed  Equerry  has 
the  knack  of  always  ap- 
pearing to  be  particularly 
well  dressed.  Not  that  he 
gives  anything  of  that  at- 
tention to  clothes  which 
Stevenson  said  "  is  a  shame 
in  a  man"  :  nor  yet  has 
at  all  that  air  of  being 
garmented  anew — which  is 
usually  Mr.  Chamberlain's. 


But,  by  good  luck,  he  looks  always  well,  and  everything 
fits  him— even  his  uniforms.  Of  these  he  required  a  goodly 
supply  before  he  set  sail.  A  rather  sore  subject  with  Equer- 
ries in  general  is  the  cost  of  the  trappings  of  office.  Gold 
lace  absorbs  most  of  the  very  few  hundreds  of  pounds  a  year 
the  office  carries  ;  and  the  Keppel  younger  sons  did  not  in- 
herit very  much  more  from  their  father  than  his  very  good 
name.  Prom  their  mother  they  have  Canadian  traditions,  to 
be  remembered  by  Mr.  Derek  Keppel  when  he  reaches  the 
Dominion  ;  for  she  was  the  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Sir  Allan 
Napier  McNab,  a  predecessor  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  in  the 
Premiership.  Mr.  Derek  Keppel  is  thirty-eight  years  of  age, 
was  educated  at  Charterhouse,  remained  a  member  of  the 
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Church  of  England  when  his  father  joined  the  Church  of 
Rome  to  the  slight  perturbation  of  Lord  Beaconsfield,  whose 
Under-Secretary  of  State  for  War  he  then  was  ;  married, 
three  years  ago,  the  lady  of  whom  mention  has  been  made  ; 
has  everybody's  good-will  ;  and  no  grief — except,  perhaps, 
that  an  Equerry  is  expected  to  take  a  hansom  in  St.  James's 
Street  when  otherwise  he.  would  mount  ( again  to  quote  his 
father's  friend,  Dizzy  ) ,  "the  cheap  but  convenient  omnibus. ' '

In  taking  out  her  brother,  the  Duchess  of  Cornwall 
makes  a  very  popular  and  agreeable  addition  to  the  staff  of 
the  "Ophir."    Captain  Prince  Alexander  of  Teck,  Y.O., 


the  "Newcastle,"  the  "Achilles,"  the  "Carysport,"  the 
"Minotaur,"  the  "Alexandra,"  the  "Rodney,"  the 
"Crescent,"  and  the  Royal  yacht  "Osborne,"  becoming  a 
Lieutenant  in  1887.  He  is  a  popular  member  of  the  Navy  and 
Military  Club — Lord  Palmerston's  old  house  in  Piccadilly,  in 
the  drawing  room  of  which,  by  the  way,  Leo  XII.  attended 
one  of  Lady  Palmerston's  receptions  in  1843 — the  only  salon 
in  London  which  certainly  boasts  such  an  association  with  a 
Pope  of  Rome.

Sir  Donald  is  a  member  of  the 
Athenaeum  Club  —  the  only  club,  according  to  Henry 
Kingsley,  that  wives  should  encourage  husbands  to  belong 
to  ;  but,  perhaps  because  he  is  a  bachelor,  he  belongs  also 
to  the  Marlborough  and  the  St.  James's.

Sir  John  Anderson,  of  the  Colonial  Office,  who  is  the 
Duke  of  York's  private  secretary  for  official  business,  is 
another  of  the  numerous  Scotsmen  on  board  the  "  Ophir." 
At  Aberdeen  University  he  got  the  gold  medal  as  the 
most  distinguished  student  of  the  year  ;  at  Gray's  Inn 
he  was  Bacon  Scholar  ;  and  he  took  the  Inns  of  Court 
Studentship  in  1888.  He  served  as  pri- 
vate secretary  to  the  late  Sir  R.  Meade, 
under  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies, 
and  then  went  on  the  staff  of  the  Behring 
Sea  Arbitration  in  London  and  Paris.  He 
was  secretary  to  Mr.  Chamberlain  at  the 
conference  of  Colonial  Premiers  four  years 
ago.  Pie  has  edited  "The  Colonial  Office 
List,"  and  is  more  thoroughly  acquainted, 
perhaps,  than  any  other  one  man  with  the 
personnel  of  the  various  governments  in 
the  Colonies  and  the  Dominion  to  be  visited.
